ThUi  I*  probably  the  first  time  In  a 
number  of  years— three  at  least, 
that  the  greatest  amateur  golfer  In 
the  world  hasn't  von  the  national 
amateur  championship. 

I  cant  tell  you  how  great  an  hon- 
or I  consider  it  to  win  this  cham- 
pionship that  really  belongs  to  Bob- 
by Jones.  You  see.  there  are 
flock  of  us — a  half  dosen  at  least 
who  are  In  about  the  same  class 
but  we  are  all  one  full  step  behind 
Bobby.  He  Is  the  greatest  golfer 
in  the  world,  and  even  the  thrill  of 
winning  this  championship  will  not 
offset  the  sorrow  I  felt  when  Bobby 
lost  that  first  round  match. 

With  Bobby  out  of  the  tourna- 
ment. It  developed  Into  a  wild 
scramble  to  find  out  who  was  the 
second  best  amateur 

HARDEST  HATCH 
My  hardest  match  of  the  week 
was  with  Oeorge  Volgt.  I'll  never 
forget  that  match,  I  was  behind 
most  of  the  day  and  I  guess  I  did 
get  a  luck  break  when  my  ball  hit 
that  tree  on  the  fourteenth  and 
rolled  down  on  the  green.  My 
greatest  thrill  was  when  I  made  the 
fifteen-foot  putt  on  the  second  ex- 
tra hole  to  stay  In  the  champion- 
ship. Oeorge' got  in  trouble  and  1 
won  the  nest  hole— but  it  was  the 
most  exciting  match  that  I  can  re- 
call especially  from  my  standpoint. 

Dr.  Willing  Is  a  great  golfer.  I 
knew  thr  only  way  I  could  beat  him 
was  to  play  better  golf  and  I  cer- 
tainly tried  hard  today.  It  takes 
a  certain  amout  of  good  golf— and 
a  lot  of  good  breaks  to  win  from 
a  player  like  Dr.  Willing  He  Is 
one  of  the  most  dangerous  match 
play  golfers  I  have  ever  met  Just 
beating  him  Is  an  honor  In  itself 
To  have  won  the  national  amateur 
championship  from  him  Is  quite  an 
achievement.  If  you  ask  me. 

I  still  can't  help  feeling  sorry 
about  Bobby  Jones.  He  would  have 
been  at  his  best  here  today.  Bobby 
Is  more  than  a  golfer— to  us.  he  is 
an  Institution.  Bobby  never  falls  to 
have  a  word  of  encouragement  for 
all  of  us.  and  being  beaten  by  Bob- 
by Jones  Is  Just  like  winning  from 
anyone  else. 

I  am  -sure  Bobby  will  be  glad  I 
won  today.  He  told  me  yesterday 
to  try  herd,  and  I  tried  I  think 
this  has  been  one  of  the  most  en- 
joyable championships  I  have  ever 
attended  I  know  It  is  the 
one  I  have  ever  won. 


Cyril  ToQarj  and  other  fine  golfing 
gentlemen  may  be  more  successful 
in  their  attempt  to  win  the  cham- 
pionship that  I  yet  can't  quite  rea- 
lise belongs  to  me. 

I  don't  like  eighteen -hole  matches 
I  don't  think  the  distance  repre- 
sents a  true  test  of  golf.  Bobby 
Jones  can  beat  any  golfer  In  the 
world  at  thlrty-slx  boles,  not  even 
excepting  Walter  Hagen.  and  It 
doesn't  seem  right  that  the  greatest 
golfer  In  the  country  should  be 
eliminated  the  first  day  of  match 
play.  Bobby  wont  complain  though. .

A  BOUT  30  per  cent  of  the  energy 
lis  in  the  gasoline  burned  In  an 
automobile  is  thrown  away  through 
the  radiator.  This  seems  like  a 
terrific  waste  of  energy,  and  It  Is. 
It  Is  not  pleasant  to  think  that  for 
every  dollar's  worth  of  fuel  the 
motorist  buys,  thirty  cents  is  used 
up  in  heating  the  outside  atmos- 
phere, yet  such  Is  the  case  and  this 
Is  one  of  the  main  reasons  why  we 
only  get  back  about  ten  cents  In  ac- 
tual work  for  every  dollar's  worth 
of  fuel  that  enters  the  tank  Un- 
fortunately, that  Is  one  of  the  weak- 
nesses of  the  type  of  engine  In  use 
today. 

Until  some  bright  Inventor  comes 
along  with  an  engine  that  operates 
mpon  some  other  ryrle  such  as  the 
Diesel,  or  the  constant- pressure  or 
some  other  economical  method  of 
handling  the  fuel  that  will  be  in- 
herently more  efficient,  we  will  have 
to  put  up  with  this  seemingly  good 
example  of  the  Inefficiency  of  man's 
Inventions. 

Surprising  as  it  may  seem,  the  im- 
mediate problem  before  the  automo- 
bile engineer  today  la  not  how  to 
cut  down  the  amount  of  heat  that 
Is  thrown  away  through  the  radiator,

bat.  on  the  contrary,  to  see  that  the 
required  amount  of  heat  is  thrown 
away. 

Our  automobile  engines  must 
operate  at  the  proper  temperature 
or  they  will  not  operate  satisfac- 
torily. U*  at  aU.  The  running  tem- 
perature or  an  automobile  engine  Is 
approximately  180  degrees  Fahr. 
This  must  be  maintained  whether 
the  car  Is  running  at  fifteen  miles 
per  hour  or  seventy  miles  per  hour, 
and  whether  the  temperature  out- 
side Is  sero  or  "90  In  the  shade" 

With  today's  good  roads,  cars  sre 
driven  at  high  speeds  for  mile  after 
mile.  It  Is  not  unusual  for  a  car 
to  be  driven  from  fifty-five  to  sixty 
miles  per  hour  for  stretches  of  200 
miles  without  a  let-up.  Cooling  sys- 
tems that  were  designed  for  the 
time  when  a  man  thought  he  was 
doing  well  to  average  twenty-five 
miles  per  hour  naturally  will  not 
function  satisfactorily  when  travel- 
ing at  high  speeds.  The  water 
would  be  all  boiled  off  before  the 
car  had  gone  many  miles. 

In  order  to  compensate  for  the 
conditions  which  we  now  encoun- 
ter there  have  been  several  improve- 
ments and  refinements  In  the  water 
systems  of  cars  during  the  past  few 
years.  We  see  radiators  with  greater 
capacities,  and  to  make  sure  that 


the  water  will  not  be  kept  too  cool 
during  the  cooler  seasons  of  the  year 
there  arc  shutters  mounted  on  the 
radiator.  The  use  of  the  thermostat 
not  only  to  govern  the  openlnj?  and 
closing  of  the  shutters  on  the  front 
of  the  radiator,  but  also  to  control 
the  flow  of  the  water,  has  proved  to 
be  very  satisfactory. 

Thermostatic  control  of  the  differ- 
ent functions  of  the  car  works  out 
very  nicely  and  gives  the  owner 
practically  the  same  performance 
regardless  of  outside  weather  condi- 
tion* Thermostatic  control  Is  also 
used  on  the  carburetor  for  control- 
ling the  mixture,  feeding  a  slightly 
richer  mixture  In  the  cold  weather 
and  a  leaner  mixture  in  the  hot 
weather.  It  Is  used  on  the  genera- 
tors on  some  of  the  later  can  to 
regulate  the  charging  rate,  permit- 
ting the  battery  to  be  charged  at  a 
faster  rate  In  the  cold  weather  and 
a  slower  rate  In  the  warm  weather, 
thus  compensating  for  the  difference 
In  the  characteristic  of  the  battery 
at  the  different  temperatures  and 
also  for  the  longer  periods  of  night 
time  driving  in  the  Winter. 

There  would  be  great  difficulty  in 
operating  the  new  high-speed  high 
compression  engines  If  the  cooling 
systems  were  not  properly  designed. 
In  the  first  place  all  of  the  cylin-

ders  have  to  be  at  the  same  tem- 
perature for  regular  and  smooth 

running.  In  testing,  the  makers  In- 
sert thermomef/T*  at  dlfTe«-*nt  nnrts 
of  the  water  Jacket  to  see  that  there 
is  a  proper  distribution  of  the  lieat. 

Cylinder  heads  have  more  water 
space  now  that  the  high -compres- 
sion engine  Is  in  use  because  the 
higher  compressions  Induce  much 
higher  pressures  and  hence  higher 
temperatures  hi  the  combustion 
chambers  than  formerly.  This  also 
means  that  there  has  to  be  more 
water  around  the  spark  plugs  and 
around  the  valve  passage  or  else 
these  parts  will  not  stand  up  under 
the  heat  generated  In  continuous 
running,  and  considerable  expense 
will  fall  upon  the  owner  In  keeping 
the  car  performance  up  to  standard. 
Furthermore,  a  car  that  Is  not 
properly  cooled  will  tend  to  be  very 
sensitive  to  carbon  and  will  even 
"ping"  when  there  la  no  carbon  at 
all.  but  simply  due  to  the  tendency 
of  a  hot  engine  to  pre-lgnite.

The  figures  are  computed  on  a 
mileage  of  11,000  miles  a  year,  get- 
ting an  average  of  17.83  miles  a 
gallon  of  gasoline  for  the  average 
four-cylinder  car  and  13  18  miles  a 
gallon  for  the  average  slx-cyllnder 
car. 

For  the  light  four-cylinder  model 
the  average  operation  cost  is  shown 
to  be  8  09  cents  a  mile,  the  heavy 
four-cylinder  average  type  Is  7 JO 
cents  a  mile,  the  light  six  type  Is 
7.38  cents  a  mile,  and  the  heavy 
slx-cyllnder  type  Is  9.45  cents  a 
mile. 


Mysterious  Trouble 

Traced  to  Tiny  Vent 

Mysterious  trouble  Is  experienced 
if  the  tiny  hole  in  the  centre  of  the 
csp  on  the  gas  tank,  scarcely  larger 
than  a  pin  point.  Is  closed  This 
opening  serves  a  very  definite  pur- 
pose. It  allows  a  small  amount  of 
air  to  enter  the  gasoline  tank,  which 
Is  necessary'  to  replace  the  gasoline 
drawn  from  It  by  the  pump  or  the 
vacuum  tank  and  prevents  a  vacuum 
in  the  gas  tank.  If  a  piece  of  dirt, 
or  after  washing  the  car.  a  piece  of 
soap,  closes  this  opening  the  flow  of 
gaa  will  be  stopped  and  the  motor 
will  refuse  to  run.  An  Inspection  of 
the  cap  every  so  often  will  prevent 
trouble  along  that  line. 

Attach  curtains  or  coverings  on 
windows  of  the  garage.  This  will 
keep  sunlight  from  ruining  the  fin- 
ish of  the  oar.

Sudden  step- 
ping on  the  gas  pedal  Is  more  aft  to 
strain  the  clutch  and  the  rest,  of  the 
drive  Una,  though  It  also  frequently 
loosens  the  rear  wheels  from  axle*, 
injures  the  universal  Joints,  strains 
the  spokes  of  the  wheels  and  helps 
burn  up  tires 

Clutches  are  designed  for  easy  op- 
eration and  If  the  engine  is  speeded 
beyond  the  point  where  the  car  it- 
self can  Immediately  follow,  the 
clutch  plates  will  slip  This  heats 
them  up  and  may  permanently  dam- 
age them  Often  when  a  clutch  *lip-\ 
it  will  heat  up  and  expand,  resulting 
In  suddan  grabbing  that  Is  particu- 
larly hostile  to  the  drive  line 

Have  the  radiator  contents 
checked  at  every  atop  for  gas  on  the 
touring  trip.  The  cooling  Job  la 
exreptlonally  heavy.

carrying  goods  from  Abyssinia  and 
Syria  Into  Teheren  had  to  pay  taxes 
for  the  use  of  the  caravanserles  and 
bazaars.  While  most  of  this  levy 
was  for  the  use  and  protection  of 
the  caravanserale  a  moiety  uf  it  had 
to  be  paid  Into  the  coffers  of  the 
8hah.  who.  doubtless  appropriated 
the  nesessary  sums  for  the  expenses 
of  the  royal  household.  Even  earlier 
stUl  the  sheiks  of  the  Arabian  plains 
compelled  foreigner*  to  pay  tribute 
for  the  privilege  of  trading  with 
their  tribe*. 

Calling  these  taxes,  tributes  and 
levies  "customs"  will  show  that,  at 
a  very  early  date  In  human  history, 
men  .saw  that  trade  should  be  made 
to  bear  a  share  of  the  expenses  of 
state  administration. 

Amomr  Occidental  Deooles  the 
word  "customs"  was  used  anciently 
in  a  wide  sense  for  "customary" 
dues  and  payments  of  many  kinds 
whether  regal,  episcopal  or  ec- 
clesiastical. In  more  recent  times 
its  meaning  has  been  narrowed  to 
define  payment  of  "duties"  either 
upon  the  exportation  or  Importa- 
tion, or  carriage  coastwise,  of  certain 
articles  of  commerce. 

Thus  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
theory  maintaining  that  trade 
should  bear  a  proportionate  share  of 
the  expenses  of  administration  of 
state  affairs  and  public  urn  9km  has 
been  continued.  Many  taxpayers 
believe  that  the  whole  expenses  of 
the  state  are  raised  from  direct 
taxation  and  are  constantly  clam- 
oring for  reduction  of  taxei.  This 
is  far  from  the  case,  as  the  revenue 
derived  from  customs  duties  on  cer- 
tain trade  articles  entering  the 
country  holds  up  well  in  comparison 
with  direct  taxation. 

PROTECTION 

Some  countries  carry  the  theory 
of  the  value  of  customs  revenue  sUU 
further  and  have  established  a 
heavier  customs  toll  in  order  to  pre- 
vent the  Importation  of  goods  and 
products  similar  to  those  cultivated 
or  manufactured  within  their  own 
country  This  theory  is  called 
"protection"  and  has  Its  advocates  as 
well  as  its  critics. 

Thus  there  has  extended  — 
fhroughout  the  whole  world  today 
—a  network  of  custom  houses 
through  which  all  commerce  passing 
from  one  country  into  another  must 
be  slfud  and  the  customs  duties 
levied  by  the  various  countries  col- 
lected for  purposes  of  state.  Natur- 


ally such  a  complicated  and  inter 
<.>ckJng  system  must  have  machinery 
hat  acts  like  clockwork  Its  offlc- 
«is  must  be  trained  to  a  high  degree 
Of  efficiency.  They  must  be  con- 
scientious and  honest  because  they 
are  arbiters  between  the  state  and 
Its  citizenship.  It  must  be  Interest- 
ing, therefore,  to  know  something  of 
the  method  by  which  these  officials 
work,  the  systems  they  have  per- 
fected and  the  results  obtained  from 
the  studied  efforts  of  this  army  of 
government  and  public  servants 
That  Is  what  this  article  proposes 
to  tell  and  because  of  local  interest 
the  Victoria  Customs  House  will  be 
selected  as  the  basis  of  Information. 

Victoria  receives  merchandise 
from  every  country  In  the  world  and 
from  nearly  all  of  the  Important  sea- 
ports These  are  not  necessarily  all 
for  home  consumption,  as  much  of 
the  commerce  passing  through  Vic- 
toria Customs  Is  sent  on  to  the 
forwarding  customs  ports  In  Eastern 
Canada  and  many  points  In  the 
United  States.  Further  reference 
will  be  made  to  this  point. 

When  foreign  merchandise  arrives 
In  Victoria  -either  by  train  or  ship 
—the  vessel,  or  train,  presents  to  the 
customs  officers  a  manifesto  of  all 
goods  on  board  The  goods  are  then 
landed  and  placed  in  a  sufferance 
warehouse.  When  this  transfer  Is 
complete  th?'  -^porter  presents  his 
bill  of  entry  showing  the  description 
and  value  of  the  goods,  the  rate  of 
duty  which  the  Importer  thinks 
properly  applies  and  the  amount 
of  duty  payable. 

8YBTEM  OF  CHECKING 

The  bill  of  entry  may  now  be 
presented  at  the  "long  room"  of 
the  customs  office.  Here  It  Im- 
mediately Is  checked  with  the  mani- 
fest If  these  agree  the  truth  of  the] 
entry  Is  duly  declared  and  thla  Is 
handed  to  a  computing  clerk.  He 
compares  the  values  on  the  bill  of 
entry  with  those  on  the  Invoice  and 
sees  that  additions  and  extensions' 
are  correct. 

These  documents  being  certified 
by  the  computing  clerk  are  now 
sent  to  the  cashier  where  the  duty 
may  be  paid.  As  soon  as  this  Is 
done  an  order  Is  issued  to  the 
customs  officer  at  the  warehouse 
authorizing  release  of  the  goods  No 
goods  are  released  upon  any  terms, 
promises  or  conditions  excepting  the 
payment  in  full  of  all  duties  so  far 
shown 

A  moiety  of  every  shipment,  how- 
ever, is  before  delivery  of  goods 
sent  to  the  office  of  the  appraiser 
The  appraiser  examines  the  goods 
In  order  to  certify  that  they  are  as 
described  In  the  entry  of  the  Im- 
porter and  the  Invoice  of  the  ship- 
per and  that  they  have  been  prop- 
erly classified  and  rated.  Should  It 
be  found  that  all  these  correspond, 
the  merchandise  Is  finally  released 
but.  If  any  further  duties  art  re- 


quired, on  the  decision  o 
pralaer.  the  goods  are  held 
is  paid. 

At  times  It  has  been  found  that 
the  duty  has  been  overrated  As 
the  money  alread>  lias  been  paid  to 
the  cashier  the  only  recourse  for 
the  importer  Is  to  make  out  a  claim 
in  proper  form,  and  attest  It.  when 
It  la  sent  forward  to  Ottawa 

The  basis  upon  which  the  duty  Is 
levied  is  the  current  fair  market 
value  of  the  goods  invoiced.  The 
appalaer's  work  and  responsibility  is 
to  decide  this  Important  question. 
If  there  Is  a  discrepancy  discovered 
here  the  appraiser  may  revise  the 
value,  either  up  or  down,  but  it  lias 
not  been  found  often  that  an  ap- 
praiser has  reduced  the  invoice 
valuation  of  the  goods.  All  decisions 
of  the  appraiser,  however,  are  sub- 
ject to  review  by  the  Board  of 
Customs  at  Ottawa  This  safeguard 
frequently  results  In  additional  duty 
being  obtained 

Apart  from  the  responsibility  of 
the  -Collector  of  Customs  himself, 
another  official  holding  high  posi- 
tion Is  the  Surveyor  of  Customs. 
This  official  has  charge  of  the  In- 
ternal management  of  all  suffrance 
warehouses,  bonded  warehouses  and 
factories.  Included  in  the  latter 
are  breweries  and  distilleries  Re- 
sponsibility for  collections  from  the 
latter  falls  chiefly  on  the  surveyor. 
Furthermore  he  has  to  direct  and 
supervise  the  work  of  checkers 
when  merchandise  Is  landed.  If 
there  is  any  discrepancy  between 
manifestos,  bills  or  lading,  etc  .  or 
any  shortage  in  the  Consignment. 
It  Is  Just  as  well  to  have  the  trouble 
start  right  there.  The  surveyor  also 
supervises,  and  is  responsible  lor, 
the  proper  handling  of  postal  pack- 
ages, customs  packages  and  the  ex- 
press branch. 

BONDED  CARRIERS 

Ooods  landed  here  for  forwarding 
to  other  customs  ports  of  entry  are 
conveyed  by  bonded  carriers  no 
matter  whither  they  be  destined 
They  are  forwarded  under  customs 
manifests  as  the  local  routine  lias 
secured  their  agreement  with  all 
other  documents  involvad.  Duty 
on  forwarded  goods  Is  paid  at  the 
port  of  delivery. 

AH  baggage  of  passengers  from 
foreign  countries  must  be  examined 
at  the  port  of  entry  Canadian  laws 
are  only  slightly  different  from  those 
of  the  Ulted  States,  which  require 
a  declaration  to  be  made  by  the 
passenger  as  to  the  values  of  all 
dutiable  articles  routined  In  trunks, 
valises,  grips  or  other  containers 

In  early  colonial  days  Victoria 
was  a  free  port.  No  customs  duties 
were  charged  on  goods  entering.  It 
Is  not  easy  to  obtain  exact  Infor- 
mation as  to  when  this  was  changed, 
but  when  British  Columbia  <the 
Mainland"  was  made  a  Crown 
colony  an  import  of  customs  duty 
was  made.  A  somewhat  anomalous 
condition  was  created  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  the  Island  colony  was 
still  exempt.  At  the  same  time  Vic- 
toria not  only  became  the  seat  of 
the  Qovernment  of  both  colonies  by 
proclamation.  It  likewise  was  the 
place  of  residence  of  Oovemor 
Douglas,  who  was  Governor  equally 
of  both 

The  feeling  of  irritation  st  this 
apparently  absurd  situation  was  In- 
tensified on  the  Mainland  as  time 
went  on.  and  for  many  years,  even

On 
his  retirement  Mr  P.  W  Davey, 
who  had  had  lengthy  experience  In 
the  customs  service,  was  promoted 
to  the  position  which  he  now  fills 
ably. 

rOlTRTEOl'8  OFFICIALS 
All  the  officials  of  the  department 

are  courteous  both  by  disposition 
and  training.  The  only  time  any- 
one gets  under  a  collar  Is  when  an 
effort  Is  made  to  "put  something 
over."  The  complication  of  the 
system— as  explained  above — un- 
avoidable or  scarcely  to  be  improved, 
as  It  appears  when  plainly  stated, 
will  make  clear  why  what  sometimes 
appear  vexatious  delays  in  the  pas- 
sing of  goods  occur  When  It  does 
occur  it  is  through  no  fault  of  the 
officials,  but  a  simple  result  of  regu- 
lations, which  must  be  obeyed,  and 
force  of  circumstances.

Crawford  Paaaage.  in  Clerkenwell. 
originally  known  aa  Pickled  Em 
Walk,  is  mentioned  frequently  in 
the  literature  of  the  seventeenth 
MQtury  as  a  place  of  certain  amuse- 
ments. It  derived  Its  curious  name 
from  the  Pickled  Egg  Tavern,  so 
called  because  its  proprietor  brought 
a  recipe  for  pickling  eggs  from  hi* 
home  In  Dorsetshire  and  introduced 
these  gaatronomlc  noveltlea  to  hi* 
customers.

As 
he  swings  along  the  smooth  gravel 
highway  he  can  see  a  few  feet  dis- 
tant tortuous  trail*  over  which 
hardy  miner*  pressed  their  way  In 
the  early  gold  rush  daya  of  the 
sixties.  For  miles  this  trail  paral- 
lels the  pre*ent  highway.  Here  and 
there  It  disappears  beneath  the 
highway  itself,  only  to  emerge  once 
more  and  again  remind  the  visitor 
that  he  is  following  the  step*  of  the 
adventurous  pioneer.

For  the  past  three  months  the 
Provincial  Mureum  has  been 
:hrongea  w1M»  people  from  every 
qtiarter  of  the  globe,  but  with  Uie 
end  of  the  tourist  season  in  signt. 
no-mal  conditions  are  returning, 
and  the  stream  of  visitors  is  becom- 
ing smaller  each  day. 

Nearly  40.000  have  passed  through 
the  building  since  the  beginning  of 
June,  nnd  in  many  portions  of  the 
world  a  description  of  Victoria  and 
its  museum  mui  be  a  topic  of  inter- 
est during  the  Winter  evenings,  and 
others  will'  be  influenced  to  lnr'.ude 
the  city  in  next  year's  itinerary. 

Visitors  have  been  generous  in 
praise  of  the  specimens  wfucn  are 
displayed.  The  variety  of  wild  lite 
in  the  province,  the  natural  way  in 
which  the  specimens  are  mounted 
and  the  educational  value  of  me  in- 
stitution, were  freely  comma  I  ted 
upon.  And  children  heaved  many 
sighs  of  envy  as  they  said  "On,  if 
we  only  had  this  at  hornet' 

The  temporary  assistant  has 
learned  from  the  remarks  of  crui- 
dren  just,  how  wonderful  Is  the  op- 
portunity available  for  children  of 
Victoria  And  because  his  tempo- 
rary appointment  will  soon  be  a 
thing  of  the  past,  he  is  going  to 
express  surprise  at  the  lamentable 
lack  of  vision  evidenced  by  educa- 
tional authorities  In  neglecting  to 
take  advantage  of  one  nf  the  great- 
est aids  to  knowledge  which  the 
Government  provides,  and  suggest 
that  the  fault  be  remedied  without 
delay. 

True,  occasional  visits  are  made 
by  a  gnidg  nr  two  from  some  of- the 
schools,  but  they  are  the  exceptions 
which  prove  the  rule  that  school 
rhlldren  of  Victoria  and  surround- 
ing m  miclpalHles  are  not  given  na- 
ture lessons  in  the  place  where  they 
would  prove  most  beneficial. 
LESSON  OF  MOOSE 

How  many  trustees  or  teachers 
know  that  children  may  learn  to 
recognize  the  points  of  the  lordiy 
moose,  to  appreciate  the  beautiful 
streamline  body  construct  ton.  the 
mighty  flattened  antlers  that  clear 
the  way  through  willow  brush  and 
rank  marsh  growth?  Do  they  know 
that  the  overhanging  upper  jaw 
prevents  the  animal  grazing  and 
that  it  has  to  browse  on  tall  growth, 
being  unable  to  crop  grass  like  other 
members  of  the  deer  family? 

The  museum  is  a  paradise  for 
clilldren.  They  may  see  the  wapiti, 
commonly  called  elk,  with  Its  in- 
telligent looking  head  and  noble 
spread  of  antlers,  the  cylindrical 
branches  of  which  spread  out  like 
limbs  of  a  statelv  tree.  And  if  tney 
can  take  their  eyes  off  head  and 
antlers,  they  will  see  a  body  of  dis- 
appointing proportions,  and  short, 
stocky  legs. 

The  caribou.  Canada >  reindeer,  is 
a  favorite  with  all  children.  The 
long  symmetrical  body,  perfect  Ir. 
proportion,  clean  cut  limbs,  flat- 
tened, high  spreading  antlers  and 
determined  looking  head,  leave  a 
lasting  impression  of  forceful  pur- 
pose.

Reptiles,  coral,  sponge,  starfish, 
crust acla  from  the  tiny  kelp  crab 
to  the  giant  noduled  crab  may  be 
seen,  and  fossils  of  all  kinds,  in- 
cluding leaves,  fish  vertebra,  mam- 
moth tusks  and  mastoden  teeth

INDIAN  COLl.fr  *  1  lOM 

And  when  the  natural  history 
section  Is  finished  there  Is  me  De- 
partment of  Anthropology.  Noth- 
ing could  be  more  fascinating  than  a 
careful  study  of  the  customs  and 
crafts  of  the  Indians  of  British 
Columbia,  and  no  school  child 
should  remain  in  ignorance  of  the 
wonderful  work  done  by  the  abo- 
rigines of  the  Province  in  which  they 
live. 

There  are  specimens  of  clothing, 
ceremonlsl  trappings.  including 
weird  masks  and  doctor  s  charms. 
Implements  of  war  and  the  chase, 
atone  tools  and  weapons,  kelp  fish- 
ing lines  and  hooks  with  bone  and 
wooden  barbs,  totem  poles,  snow- 
shoes,  fish  traps,  baskets,  bead  and 
quill  work,  models  of  chiefs  house 
and  coffin  house,  canoe,  huge 
feast  dishes,  round  which  the  revel- 
lers squatted  and  dipped  Into  a 
common  pot.  skulls  of  Indians  flat- 
tened and  lengthened  by  pressure 
exerted  when  papooses  were  too 
tiny  to  protest,  and  a  wealth  of 
material  which  countless  visitors 
have  declared  to  be  the  greatest  ex- 
hibit of  Indian  relks  they  have  seen 
tn  any  museum  in  the  world. 

If  this  partial  description  of  the 
store  of  knowledge  which  awaits 
children  Is  not  sufficiently  convinc- 
ing, the  temporary  assistant  wtll 
conduct  any  representative  of  an 
educational  body  through  the  build- 
ing and  convince  him  of  his  duty  to

'But  children  should  be  msde  to 
understand  that  they  must  not 
handle  the  specimens.  Naturally 
they  want  to  touch  things  to  find 
out  what  they  feel  like.  But  they 
srr  not  the  only  ones  to  break  this 
rule.

The  brakes  are  the  moat  essential 
part  of  a  car.  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  the  steering  mechanUm, 
and  a  car  cannot  be  operated  safely 
without  good  brakes.  Therefore  it 
Is  necessary  to  give  the  brake 
mechanism  the  care  and  attention 
that  such  an  important  unit  of  the 
car  deserves. 

We  do  not  know  of  a  single  brake 
design,  parts  of  which  do  not  need 
lubrication.  The  brakes  being  lo- 
cated near  the  road  gather  consid- 
erable dust  and  road  muck,  and  In 
wet  weather  are  continually  flushed 
with  water  and  mud  which  carries 
the  lubrication  away  very  rapidly. 
For  a  smooth -functioning  brake,  it 
U  necessary  to  lubricate  all  the  lever 
connections  and  back  anchor  rather 
frequently,  say  every  1.000  miles. 
Also  after  a  particularly  muddy,  wet 
trip  It  is  well  to  lubricate  the  brake 
mechanism.  When  the  parts  are 
kept  well  lubricated,  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  make  an  adjustment  readily 
without  being  troubled  with  froy.cn 
brake  connections. 

The  brake  lining  will,  of  course, 
wear  in  time  and  when  the  brake 
pedal  travels  to  the  floor  boards 
without  gripping  effectively,  poor 
brakes  will  naturally  result,  be- 
cause sufficient  pressure  cannot  be 
applied  at  the  wheels  Aa  a  safe- 
guard, when  the  brake  pedal  gets 
within  one  inch  of  the  floor  boards. 
It  la  well  to  have  an  adjustment 
made  to  bring  the  pedal  up  to  It  la 
about  two  or  three  inches  from  the 
floor  boards.  Such  adjustment* 
should  be  made  at  the  brake  itaelf 
whenever  possible. 

In  caae  the  brake  lining  becomes 
fouled  with  road  muck,  sun  ply  run 
with  the  brakes  applied  for  a  suf- 
ficient distance  to  clean  off  the  sur- 
face of  the  lining. 

It  Is  a  vary  good  practice  to  waah 
out  the  brakes  occasionally  with 
clear  water,  using  all  the  water 
preaaure  possible  Some  garages 
have  fitted  their  water  line  so  that 
air  preaaure  can  be  used  to  build  up 
the  water  preaaure  when  the  brakes 
are  being

said  Mr.  Riley  'Some  of  the  mar- 
ried women  had  been  working  for

The  automobile  leads  to  the  con- 
struction of  hard  roads.  Hard  roads

The  farmer  who  was  isolated 
twenty  years  ago.  unable  to  get  to 
town  in  less  than  several  hours  and 
then  only  when  the  mud  roads  were 
dry.  Is  now  able  to  get  there  in  a 
few  minutes  Ui  ail  kinds  oi  weather 
at  any  season  of  the  year.  With 
such  Improvements  in  transporta- 
tion, It  is  natural  for  many  peop<e 
to  make  their  homes  some  distance 
from  the  congested  areas,  where 
they  may  have  the  advantages  of 
the  country  and  still  be  in  easy 
reaching  distance  of  the  city. 

This  Influence  of  the  automobile 
la  even  more  apparent  in  the 
smaller  city  or  town  than  In  the 
metropolis.  In  the  very  large  city 
other  means  of  transportation  sup- 
plant the  motor  car.  but  in  the 
smaller  town  it  Is  the  main  agency. 
Transit  lines  are  not  fully  devel- 
oped, and  If  the  resident  wishes  to 
live  at  any  distance  from  the  centre 
of  town,  he  must  depend  on  his  car 
to  go  back  and  forth.  In  such  a 
case  he  naturally  builds  his  home 
along  a  main  Improved  highway.

could  guarantee  the  rodents'  ex- 
termination. But  the  Australian  rab- 
bit is  a  worthless,  scalawag  of  the 
rabbit  family  and  bears  no  more 
relation  to  the  Angora  of  commerce 
"I  say."  \  than  a  bullhead  does  to  a  trout. 

However,  It  is  believed  that  the 
Angora  would  thrive  as  well  In 
Australia  as  the  other  type  of  rab- 
bit which  has  multiplied  by  the 
millions  In  this  country.  Negotia- 
tions are  now  going  forward  to  ob- 
tain the  sanction  of  the  Federal 
Government,  the  necessary  permits 
having  been  given  by  the  Ministers 
of  Agriculture  in  New  South  Wales, 
West  Australia  and  South  Australia.

|  Ing  was  without  compensation  for 
O  C.  Lawaon.  of  Telkwa.  so  long  as 
he  did  as  his  neighbors  and  merely 
pulled  stumps  and  planted  vegeta- 
bles. The  only  real  cash  he  received 
was  after  he  had  made  the  rounds 
of  his  trap  lines  In  Winter  After 
he  had  sold  his  fur  catch  he  had 
enough  to  grubstake  him  through 
the  Spring  and  Summer  on  his 
farm.  He  exiled  himself  a  farmer 
but  the  revenue  came  from  fur. 

What  worried  Law  son  most  waa 
the  uncertainty  of  the  fur  catch. 
It  waa  even  more  uncertain  than 
his  crops  So  he  set  to  .thinking 
and  evolved  a  plan  to  grow  fur  as 
he  grew  crops  He  became  a  fur 
farmer,  choosing  mink  as  his  main 
line.  He  fenced  in  an  lnclosure  and 
established  his  breeding  stock-one 
pair  of  mink. 

That  was  six  years  ago.  In  August 
this  year  Mr  Lawson  accepted  one 
order  alone  for  ten  pairs  of  mink 
Involving  several  thousand  dollars 
Oth*r  orders  are  being  received  al- 
most dally,  and  It  Is  doubtful  If  any 
line  of  industry  in  the  Bulkley  Val- 
ley has  developed  so  rapidly  as  this 
one.  With  a  ready  market  for  the 
superior  grade  of  fur  to  be  raised 
In  this  district,  Mr  Lawson  thinks 
that  more  people  should  go  In  for 
fur  farming.

r^OATH  for  the  Junior  deb  follow 
those  of  adults.  Sporta  models 
are  straight  In  line,  wiiile  those  for 
dressy  occasions  have  a  suggestion 
of  the  flare  In  their  skirt  sections.

Long  coats  are 
models*!  slong  swagger  Unas  as  In- 
dicated by  that  of  beige  lapln  In  the 
centre,  its  big  collar  laced  through 


the  sash  belt  of  crepe  In  two  shades 
of  green  matching  the  lining 

Fur  is  also  used  for  Jacket  en- 
sembles—a  novelty  of  the  Fall  sea- 
son. Buch  a  Jacket  usually  Is  worn 
with  a  dreas.  or  skirt  and  sweater - 
blouae.  the  Jacket  being  lined  with 
the  woolen  material.

T~J*ANCY  sleeves  bob  In  and  out  of 
I  style  with  the  march  of  the 
seasons.  Coat  designers  occasion- 
ally consider  sleeves  as  a  sourer  of 
Inspiration  for  effects  Then  again 
they  appear  to  forget  ail  nbnut 
them  and  centre  their  attention  on 
the  coat  proper. 

Decorative  sleeves  are  In  lashton 
once  more.  Coat  makers  apparently 
have  lost  Interest  In  pUl.i  snd 
simple  ones  and  now  are  linking 
them  closely  to  the  design  of  the 
garment  Itself. 

If  flares  are  inserted  In  the  skirt 
section,  flarea  widen  the  sleeve* 
Tucks  employed  for  detail  on  back 
or  front  or  both,  sre  repealed  some- 
where on  the  sleevaa. 

This  does  not  mean  that  pinln 
sleeves  have  gone  the  way  of  all 
things,  for  there  will  be  many  in  the 
Fall  mode,  only  doubtless  they  will 
be  dressed  up  a  bit  with  flaMng 
cuffs  of  fur.  a  atrip  of  fur  sweeping 
from  the  wrist  to  shoulder,  or 
placed  in  bracelet  effect  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  elbow. 

Should  you  be  seeking  an  early

Tills 
fabric  working  makes  the  greatax 
part  of  the  sleeves  and  achieves 
angles  and  diagonal  line*  At  the 
Hbow  is  inserted  a  shirred  section 
having  a  distinct  flare.  The  coal 
proper  Is  a  series  of  this  same  sort 
of  intricate  fabric  working  The 
collar  of  the  standing  type  con- 
tinues down  the  front  In  straight 
lines  and  Is  of  brown  caracul. 

Tobacco  brown  Is  sgain  the  color 
chosen  for  a  Fall  model  That 
shown  right  la  In  a  silk  and  wool 
diagonal  mixture,  cut  with  the  deep 
annhole  and  similar  to  what  once 
was  termed  the  butterfly  sleeve 
But  pyramid  shaped  piece*  of  the 
fabric  appllqued  In  slot  seam  effect 
link  the  si  raves  neatly  and  deoo- 
ra  lively  with  the  rest  of  the  gar- 
ment The  long,  narrow  collar  Is 
of  matching  brown  caracul
